ike the poſſeſſion of the Throne of his late 
lather which accordingly he did, and was the 
irſtEmperour of that name,and. the —

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of the: race of the Ottomans contained from 
the farher ro the ſonne euen to this time, 
Now foras much as it is the 'Cuſtomedf 
the” Turktth Emperours+; that entring ints 
their Empite : :they putto death by the hal. 
ter all thetr brothers and Nephewes; withou 
leaving auy- Male in life, but onely ſuch as ſaug 
themſelnes by fight, as ſometimes it happens, 
Nevertheleſle the Zaſ/aes, and other great 
ones of the Ortoman port were of opinion, not 
to ſuffer , that XMuſtapha brother of Achma 
ſhould runne this fortune; and that by 
Councell of eſtate , becauſe that ſeeing their 
Emperour Achmet to be only aged httcens 
yeares, they were affraid that he comming tc 
faileinthis youngerage and leauing no Chil 
dren able togauerne, the eſtate might come 
to be troubled and weakned by Ciuilwarres. 
Ic was thertHre Decreed that Muſtahpasliie 
{ſhould be conſerued , but in ſuch meanes that 
he ſhould be retained priſoner in there Cham- 
bers of the Seraile of the Emperorat Con/tanii- 
zople vnder ſure garde. | 
During the firſt yeares of heimpriſonme 
of Muſtaphathere was nothing cruell decreed 
againſt him, by. reaſon of the minority of th 
Swultan,but when that Achmet ſawe that he had 
Children, , many times he propoſed to his 
Councell-the putting to death of his __ 
an 
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nd it ſeemeth amixgaculous that the- ſame 
ouncell came not toeffet. Foramong other 
imcs it-isreported that. pnecuening his dearh 
hauing beene determined and appointed tq 
ecxecuted the day following, the Empe- 
or Achmet found himſelfe all the night long 
> troubled with 'apparitions 'and hidious 
Ireames, thatthe day being come, he layd; 
ing that the, onely 'refolution of- putting 
brother to death. had ſo troubled him, he 
id belecue that his paine andtorment would 
much. encreaſed ; it he ſhould execute his 
roſe, and thetefore he commaunded, that 

k brother. ſhould live. | | 
Another time, 4chmet: being in a' window 
his Serazle beheld'Muftapha his brother who! 
his licece was waik-1ng tn the gardens with 
is Guarde. One that'was neere to Achmzt. 
id vnto him thar it was a: matter. of dange- 
bus concequenſle to lethim haue that liberty. 
Vpon which diſcourſe 4chmet entering into 
uoller (through diſtruſt ) tooke this- Bowe: 
hich he could drawe withigreat dexterity 
lg00d ayme) and bend ingthe fame with: 
Arrowe: couched , he: aymed-at- his bro= 
rto ſticke ' him but at the very inſtant he: 
It fogreat paine-in'his arme and ſhoulder, 
atbeing'notable to execute his a 
aid: 
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ſaid with a loud voice that God would ng 
that 24%fapha ſhould dy. 

This Prince during his detencion and in. 
priſonment inthe three chambers of thes 
eaile which hath laſted fifteene yeares hatt 
paſſed the time in a deuout and contempl; 
tiue life after the manner ofthe Mn/almn, 
not delighting himſelfe in any other exerci; 
and paſſetime but in reading of the Arabia 
bookes of their Doors in diuers ſciences, 

Sometimes the Grazd.(jgnor did permit hin 
to walke in his gardens with his Guard, ar 
likewiſe called him to the affaires of con 
quence to take councell with him , and oftes 
times followed his aduiſes , becauſe he knei 
him ofa good iudgment and very deepe. 

After this long time and this ſo Jong app 
hention of death Achmert the firſt of thi 
name,and the fifteenth Emperor of the Ot» 
»an race being grieuouſly ſicke in the Month 
of Nourmber 1617 in his Secaile of Conſtantin 
ple was giuen to vnderſtand by thoſe thu 
were about him that he ſhould doe well t 
thinke vpon the ſucceſſion of his Empire. 

He had Children of the Su/tane his wit 
which were in ſo yongan age that there was 
apparance for looking that way , aud belids 


this Swltane was dead,ſoas none would [| by 
0! 
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for the Children; but on the other partthe 
Sultane Harachie mother of the Emperonry and 
of Muſtapha was yet liuing, who tearing thar 
ifthe Children of the Emperour were admit- 
ted tothe gouerment & that during their vn- 
der agethe Baſ/azes ſhould take the authoritie 
ofthe gouermet,there would notremaine for 
herany honor or dignitic, this wasthereaſon 
thatſhe inclined on the {1de of A1u/fapha &fſol- 
licited the ſicke Emperour to name him for his 
ſucceſſor. Wherefore the 1 5 ot the ſaid month 
of November 1617.the Emperonr Achmet ſeeing 
himſelfe neere his end,&withour hope of lite, 
he ſent for his brother 24uſfapha,and told him 
that foreſceing that God would otherwiſe 
diſpoſe of him , he delired before he died to 
prouide for the conſeruation of the Empire, 
and tothatend had choſen him tor his ſucce{ 
ior, praying him to take into his hands the 
government immediatly after his death. A4u/. 
zpha very much aſtoniſhed at ſuch diſcourſes, 
madejhim anſwer with words full of feare 
and humility that he might not accept of 
tharhononr which he did him , ſeeing that of 
right and by iuſtice the Empire belonged to 
his eldeſt fonne. Whereunto Achmet replied 
that his ſone had neither age nor capacity to 
take it vpon him; and that he would acquit 
himſelfe 
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himſelfe of that charge betrer, and that it was 
neceſſary tor the maintenance of this ſo great 
a Monarchie that he thould take the direction 
and managing thereof; recommending to 
him his Childrin that he had by the Su/tape, 
and praying hun to afford chem the ſame 
treatment and viage that he had recciuzd 
trom him, leauing the other Children whigh 
he had of women thar were his (lanes to | 
diſcre{ſion. A little atter Achmer had vttere{ 
theſe words he rendred vp his [pirit & 2uſts. 
pa was acknowledged by all tor the ſucceſſor 
to the T'urkith Empire, who ar bis firlt com. 
ming to tae Crowne found himfelie ſoams 
zed that he thought he had been in a 
dreame, to cc himſeife trom a {traight captt- 
uity and a continual! appreheniton ot ceath 
to be bfred vp to lo great-and Soucraignea BY / 
power. This Prince is aged about rtv:cnty Wi 0 
three yeares, of a faire proportion, greate and i it 
ſtraight, meager and pale with a blacke beard, Wh is 
Since the deceaſle of 4:8 there hath not 
haypened any change in che gouermcnt. The Wl & 
Emnerour 1/«ffaph4 {hewes himſelfe a lover Bi hi 
of pzace with tis neighbours. So ſoone as he Wi fti; 
was entrced into poſteſſion of the Empire le M his 
cauſed to be ſetatliberry the Ambaſſadouroi iſ tric 
the Kinz of Pei whom his predeſeilor had fi Hin

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cauſed to be ſlaicd contrary to the publike 
faith, vader cullour that during his aboad ar 
the Port of the Graund Signear there were 
come {ome newecs of itures and trouvles rai- 
ſd by the Perſian, Which being done, Mnſts. 
phadiſpached onein ali diligence toward the 
| Haſſa of tnda in Hungerie commanding him to 
| abſerſt and enterraine inuiolately the I reatis 
made by his prediſcilors with tae Emperour 
Mathias. 

God open the eyes of the vnderſtanding 
ofthis Prince & make him know how much 
heis bound-to his dcuine Maicſtie who hath 
mortified and quickencd him , and trom the 
ſhadowes of death hath raiſed him vpon one 
ofthe higheſt Thrones of the world , to ren- 
der him thankes tor the ſame. Net atter the 
Muſulman fa\hion , enimic to the croſſe of 
our Sauionr, bur in the boſome of the Chrt- 
ſian Catholicke Church, out of which there 
Isno faluition. 

For if the Lord ſhould once open his 
eyes, he ſhould ſce what wrongs,and iniuries 
his predeſeflors haue done againit che Chri- 
ſtians, in {ſhedding innocent bloud, Wirh 
his ſword, what Landes, Nations, and Coun- 
tries, w har Empires, Kingdomes, and Pro. 
uinces,. with Cuties inumcrable hath hee 
B 2 worn 
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wonne from the Chriſtians : Yea, then hee 
ihall ſee, thar where Gods word hath beene 
truly preached, and the Sacraments adminj- 
ftred, there his predeceſſors haue ſet vp bar- 
barous Mahomet with bis crronious Alchoran 
quite ouerthrowing the flouriſhing Chur- 
ches in Aſia, the learned Churches in Grecia, 
the manifolde Churches of Afrzca, yea all 
Churches where the diligent Apoſtle S.Paul, 
the Apoſtles Peter and John, with others of 
the Apoſtles ſo labouringly by preaching & 
writing planted, hauc beene vtrerly defaced 
by his predeceſlors: As in all the Kingdomes 
of Syria, Paleſtine, Arabia, Perſia , in all Arme- 
nia, with the Empire of Cappadocia, yea, 
through the compaſle of 4ſ4, with Azp!, 
and Africa, they hane ſubdued. Alſo ler him 
looke into Exrope,there he ſhall alſo ſee, how 
all Thraſia,witz theEmpire of Conſtantinople, 
all Grecia,Cyprus,1lyricums, and not long ſince, 
almoſt all the whole Kingdome of Hungariz, 
with much of Atria : All theſe Nations, 
Countries, Empires,k ingdomes, Prouinces, 
wich their famous Citties, haue they ſubdu- 
cd, with lamentable ſlaughter of Chriftian 

and that bloudily, 
It is neceſſary for all Chriſtians to knowe the 
Storicof! the Turkes, their.cruell tyranny & 
| bloody 
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bloudie vitories, with the vtter ruine of (6 
many chriitian Churches : tor theſe reaſons, 
1 Forthe better explayning ofthe Prophe- 
ciesin the {criptures,ſhewing his overthrow. 
2 That we may learne thereby, either with 
the publike Church to lament with our bre« 
thren,ſuch a great decay of chriſtian faith by 
thele wicked Twurke:: orcelſe may feare there- 
by our owne danger, 

2 That we may ponder more dcepely with 
ourſeluc; rhe ſcourge of God for our linnes, 
and corruptliues,and for our berter admoni- 
tion toamend ourlines, 

« The confideration of the horrible perſc- 
cutions of the T#rkes,chiefely riſcth through 
diſcordes and diſſentions among chriſtians 


| themſelues, may reduce vs ro ioync together 
* inchriſtian patience and concord. 


5 Butcheitely theſe great victoryes of the

| fighting againit them : may admoniſh and 


| teach vs, following the example of the oid 


Iſraelites, how toſceke for greater ſtrength 
to encounter with theſe enemyes of Chriſt, 
then hitheto hath bin done. 

Fir we muſt conſider, thatthe whole po-+ 
wer of Satan the Prince of this world, goerh 
with the Twrkes, which to reſiſt , noſtrength 
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of mans armeis [uthcient, bur onely the po; 
wer of our Lord Ie'us Chriſt the Sonne of 
God,going with vs in our battels. As among 
the old I/raclites, the Arke 0j Gods Conenaunt 
and promiſe went with them aiſo fighting a- 
gainſt their enemyes : tor 1t 1s true thac the 
Scripture faith , without ze yee ca doe nu- 
thinz:otherwilc: there is no puiſſance to with 
ſtand the Deuill, orto conquour the world, 
but onely our faith: to which all the promi- 
ſes of God (touching ſaluation)be annexed, 
beyond which promiſes we mult not gee. 

Now it behoueth euery good Chri- 
ſtian to cail vpon God that be would con- 
uert or cotound the enemyecs of his Church, 
and then wce ſhould ſoone ſee the effett of 
our prayers, with the vtter ouerthrow of 
thoſe that are encmys tothecroſle of Chriſt. 
Which we intreat the Lord to bring to paſle 

tor his owne glory, and for the joy 
and comtort of the Sains, 
chrough our Lord & 

Sauiour 'eſus
